Your committee on Publications beg leave to report’ that as this is an 
age of reading, we ought to be wide awake to the fact that the printing 
press is a growing power in the land. Who can estimate the amount of 
reading matter that goes to the millions of homes throughout ourcountry. 
Much of it is full of corruption, corrupting the morals of out people and 
hindering the gospel On the other hand, the printing press is an im- 
mense power for good, and is doing much and should do more in spreading 
abroad the truth. We refer with pleasure to the publications, both of our 
American Baptist Publication Society, and of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. || hese helps are of great advantage in Sunday School work; and 
in fact in all our church work. From these societies we can procure tracts 
for inquirers that are of great advantage in leading them into the light. 
Doctrinal tracts can be obtained here that help our people to understand 
God's word. We mention alsé the Hureign Mission Journal which ought 
to be in every Baptist family. We mention especially the Southern Bup- 
list Rreort as our own state organ, which has done so great a 
workin unifying the Baptists of the state in our avork. [hen we have 
the Home Field, andthe Convention Board Querterly which gives a great 
deal of information regarding the work of our people 

‘we would urge npon the pastors to see tLat their people have a good 
supply of good reading matter. We think there are many places in our 
Associaton where Baptists need indoctrisating, This would be a good 
work for some of us who have the means. 

Now last but not least we would recommend the Bible as the book 
for our people.

We 
have also assisted Brother AJ R Willbanks at New Bethel to the amount 
of $25; Brother M Gillian at Bluff Springs, $10; Brother H B Russum at 
New Prospect, $15: and Brother Crawford at Pleasant Ri , #25. Wedo 
this with the understanding that these churches do somet ing in return 
for the work of the Board.. Your Board has continued co-operation with 
the Board of the Baptist State Convention. It is gratifying to know that 
our Association is a factor in the great work that is being done by that 
body. We append herewit han extract from the report made at the last 
convention. 

The grace of our Lord Jesus has abounded richly towards usin all * 
good words and works. /he Board would return thanks to the Giver of all 
good for bis blessings toward us. 

As all know thls has been a year full of fiuancial trials. The great 
floods in the early spring and continuing into the present, the almost un- 
precedeated low price of cotton, tbe political agitation of a Presidential 
year, the general depression and gloom among all classes of pen have 
all gone to render this a year of peculiar difficulties. Yetin the face of all 
these unfavorable conditions, the Board is able to present a report quite 
up, and in some regards much ahead of former years. {his success has 
been due, in alarge measure, to pastors and brethren, who have let no dif- 
ficulty stand in the way of taking regular collections. The harder the times 
the more determined were they that the work of the Lord should not lan- 

uish. They were on their metal. The Centennial agitation for Foreign 
issions has also stimulated many into more active zeal for Missions at 
home and abroad. 

jhe general condition of the State Mission work is encouraging. Per- 
haps less has been dune in colportage than last year, on account of the 
searcity of money; but many good books have been sold and the work

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


This is the most popular department of our work. More of our churches 
give to Foreign Missions than to any other object fostered by the Board. 
Some churches give to this object alone. Yet greater things are asked of 
us by the Foreign Mission Board, and to the utmost we will endeavor to 
meet their demands. 

HOME MISSIONS. 


It is gratifying to note that the contributions to Home Missions are con- 
stantly increasing. Yet itis a matter of profound regret that our people 
are not interested in this work as they ought to be. The Board would urge 
upon our pastors and churches the necessity of giving due attention to 

ome Missions, and not to rest satisfied till it receives the same attention 
as State and Foreign Missions. 


SUSTENTATION. 


The caring for our aged preachers, their widows and orphans, is a 
great work. Fortunately but few of our preachers need help, or at any rate 
but few ofthem ask for help. But there are cases of destitution, and it 
is our duty and privilege to assist all such This is what the Board is 
tryingtodo. We commend our aged brethren to the good will and boun- 
ty of the churches, 

WOMAN’S WORK. 


The Woman’s Central Committee, and gthe Woman’s Missionary So- 

cieties have all been efficient and active inthe work. We preset their re- 

rt. We are now in the midst of the great movement that is stirring the 
earts of the Baptist of the world.

EDUCATION, 


To educate means to develop. The purpose of education is to make 
more efficient men and women; men and women with more knowledge, 
with stronger minds, with stronger character, The Baptists are becoming 
to be‘leaders in educational matters, No denominatiou in the South, we’ 
think; is doing more in this tine than the Baptists, -In Mississippi, we 
have the Mississippi College at Clinton with over 200 students, with Bix 
female schouls in the state under the control of Baptist’s and a large num- 
ber of private schools. We are also largely represented in the faculty of 
most of our State s-hools— We,asa pe »pie, ought to take more and more 
interest ineducation, We urge bur brethren to take an interest in the 
schools of their communities. Tippah Association is blessed with Baptist 
schools, The Blue Mountain Female College is the largest ‘Baptist Fe- 
male school in the state and one of the largest in the South, 

Blue Mountain Male Academy is also under the entire control of Bap- 
tists and we commend it to the brethren of tne Association, 

We call special attention to Mississippi College at Clinton At. our 
last state convention it was decided to move the college from . Clinton to 
Meridian, in case the city of Meridian would give the college 30 acres of 
grcund in oneand a half miles of the city limits, and ($50,000) fiftv thous- 
and dollars by Jan. Ist, 1893 cash, as a building fund. lhe city has rais- 
ed most of the money and will hardly fail to raise the rest. 

Few of our brethren know how cheaply a boy can attend Mississippi 
College.’ He can attend there for as little expense as he can attend most 
of the normal schools and the advantages are far greater, 

If education is important for other people it is certainly important 
for preachers; and we urge our charches to encourage and assist our 
youug preachers in securing an education.

These have occupied 257, stations, 
delivered 2404 sermons and adddresses and received 550 additions. There 
have been organized 9 churches, and 46 Sunday Schools. This, as you see, 
is very encotraging, and especially so when we consider the fact that this 
has been a year of many difficulties on account of financial matters. 

But there are many other destitute places in the state that ought to be 
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occupied. The cause demands it, duty demands it. It will not be enough 
for the work another year to be up to that of this year. We must advance, 

e earnestly recommend that our Association continue to remember 
this department of the mission work, and urge the churches not to fall be- 
hind, but to advance in their contributions, and help in the work that per-

Thig same spirit moved the Father to send 

the Holy Spirit into the world to convince the world of sin, 

ness an of jedgment. This spirit is the substance of th 

sion, “Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every creature,”’ 

This spirit is in the heart of every regenerated person; and designed 

that every believer should be a co-worker with him in the glorious work 

of saving souls. Thie is the work of the church of God’s people to-day tu 
unite their forces to more effectually accomplish this work. 

Baptist are endeavoring to do this work. We have Ist, Indian Mis- 
sions. More than 50 missionaries have been laboring in the Indian Ter- 
ritory and Oklahoma during last year. 2nd, Foreign Population.—Among 
those dwelling in Kansas, Missouri, and Louisville, aod among the Ger- 
mans and Mexicans, numerous in Texas, the Home Board has aided in 
supporting missionaries. The last report shows 365 missionaries labored 
in 1,324 churches and stations; preached 46,866 sermons; held 14 042 pray- 
er-meetings; baptized 5,274 converts; and builded 80 church houses. 

We insist, Brethren, that this Association should give more attention 
to this great work; and on our Executive Board to continue their 5th Sun- 
day meetings. For we believe that our success this year has yrown out of 
these meetings, and much has been done already by these. ach and ev- 
ery church is urged to give the amounts asked for. Surely we will do 
this. Let us come up with liberal contributions to this Jepartinent of our 
work, 

The work that seems necessary for us at this time is to arouse our 
people to some systematic way of sustaining our mission work, for this is 
the life of our churches: and we are to do all we can in this line of church 
work. Brethren, there seems to be something wrong here; for when we 
consider the importance of giving this gospel, that has doue so much for 
us, to those who have it not, we are made tu feel that our boards ask very 
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reasonable amounts for the different missions ; 

The Home’ Mission Board last year asked this state for $5,000, yet we 
gave less than half that amount. 

Brethren, if we would be obedient to our Lord’s commands, we 
should inform ourselves about the destitate portions of our Home Mission 
work, which includes all destitution in the Southern States, Cuba and the 
Territories. 

Let our prayers go up to the great Head of the church for large bless- 
ings upon our labors, and that during the next Associational year, many 
now in darkness may be brought to the light and liberty of the gospel

FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The last report of our Foreign Mission Board was in many respects 
the most cheering ever presented. They reported 91 Foreign missionaries. 
This number is divided as follows: Ordained ministers, 38: their Wives, 
36; lady missionaries in addition to the wives of the ministers, 17. the 
lady missionaries are engaged in instructing the young and carrying the 
gospel to the women in their homes, In addition to the 91 Foreign Mis- 
sionaries there are 21 ordained and 60 unordained native workers. These 
are supported in part by the contributions of their own people 

Our Foreign Missiou Board now: as missionaries in the 
countries: Japan, China, Africa, Italy, Brazil and Mexico. 

The largest numbers baptized last year were in Brazil, South Chi: 
and Mexico. In Brazil there wer+ 90, South China 120, in Mexico 97. 
The total number baptized was 434. The coutributions of our inembete 
in Foréign countries last year averaged nearly one dollar and fifty cents a 
member. : : 

Our work in Mexico is especially encouraging It began only ten 
years ago. In the state of Coahinla, Mexico, we now have 25 churches 
organized into our Association. fhat Association numbders 800 members 
and they gave to missions last year $1200, which was more than Vippah 
Association gave. . Lhe state of Mississippi gav« to Foreign Missions last 
year $5,800. Weare asked for $12,000 this year and we ought to give it 
easily. ILhisis the Centennial year. 100 year azo; on Oct.2, 1892, the 
first modern Foreign Mission society was orga.ized in England. Twelve 
Baptist preachers met at the house of Baptist widow, organized the soci- 
ety and laid on the table as their first contributien, the sum of 13 pounds 2 
shillings and6 pence (about $65.) In 1893 Wm Carey, the first modern 
missionary to the heathen, started to India. He labored nearly 7 years 
before a single heathen was brought to Christ, but before he died he did a 
mighty work, bringing many souls to Christ and translating the Bible int» 
over 40 dialects of the language in India. ng 

Foreign Mission work did not begin 100 years ago 
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ed by Christ, carried on by Paul and others of New Testament times and 
vigorously prosecuted by the early christians. But during the dark ages, 
when Catholicism tad control of the world and God’s true children were 
few and poor and persecuted, the work was etopped. When Wm. Carey 
sounded his bugle call in 1792, he was only calling christians back to the 
ideas of Ghrist and Paul, and Christ’s people rose again to und rtake the 
work which had been interrupted during the dark ages. We are celebrat- 
ing this as the 100th year since we renewed the work We want to raisea 
thank offering this year for (iod’s w. ndertul goodness during the 100 years, 
We wantyto raise in the 8 »uthern Baptist Couventio 1 $2 0.0.0 asa perma- 
nent If! hilf of i: for the Foreign Board and halias the. Home Board, 
Note that this is to be used as a permanent fund. By this we mean that 
itffs to be used in building chapels, printing scriptures, ete’ In addition 
) this we want tu carry on and increase our regular work, Ought it to be 
done? Yes, for thousands of our people have been giving notlfing and all 
can give something and many who have been giving can give more without 
doing more than their duty

~ ARTICLE. 1. This Association shall be called the Tippah Baptist As- 
sociation,
